The "woman, left alone, was unable to 


help herself, and after mnny unsuc- 
cessful attempts to support her family, 
finally drifted north again and settled 
once more in Fall Elver. 
Meantime 


nothing bad been heard from her bus- 
band, and it was supposed that he was 
still In a foreign country. After resid- 
ing some time in Fall River, the woman 
received information that her husband 
was in the city, and a few days ago he 
walked into the presence of his family. 
He staid at home, and there seemed to 
be Indications of a reunion on a friendly 
basis. 


After a time tbe husband became tired 


of domestic life, and, tinder the in- 
fluence of liquor, which he used freely, 
tbe old quarrel was renewed. 


During a fierce altercation, about 1 


o'clock Sunday morning, the husband 
viciously attacked his wife with 
a 


knife. 
After several unsuccessful at- 


tempts to strike her with the knife, he 
succeeded in stabbing her in the throat 
making a wound an inch deep, which 
bled profusely. 


He then swung the knife and cut bis 


own throat from ear to ear.

of Santiago Had Resulted In Defeat 
—Declares That His Father Haa 
Several Strong Cards Up His Sleeve 


Salt Lake, Utah, July 29.-The Herali] 


toxlay prints the fellowing: 


Captain Thomas F. Schley, eldest son 


of Admiral Winfield S. Schley, who ia 
stationed at Fort Douglass in this city, 
yesterday outlined some points that will 
be brought out in the court of inquiry 
as to his father's-conduct at the battle 
,of Santiago. 
He declared that some 


startling facts will be brought to light 
if the whole truth shall become known, 
and that the reputations of person^ 
other than bis father are likely to suf- 
fer. 


"I have Just written to my father," 


said Captain Scnley, "that I thought he 
ought to spare nobody, and that he 
should withhold none of the facts in 
bis possession dbout Admiral Sampson 
or anybody else." 


Captain Schley is an officer In the 


Twenty-third infantry, stationed 
at 


Fort Douglas. 
Although he has not 


had a letfcr from his father since the 
court of inquiry was ordered, he is fa- 
miliar with the questions at issue and 
pointed out some of the facts that will 
be urged in the admiral's defense. 


"When *"iie court of inquiry meets," 


said Captain Schley, "I would like to 
have the privilege of asking Admiral 
Sampson just one question: 'If the bat- 
tle of Santiago had resulted in defeat 
to whom would the blame have been at- 
tached''1 
This, I think, tells the sit- 


tration In a nutshell. If Admiral Schley 
had lost the battle he would have been i 
blamed. 
He won it and he should 


have the credit 


"The accusations that are made are 


ridiculous, when they are investigated. 
Take, for example, the charge of dis- 
obedience of orders in Mny, 1898. 
An 


attempt has been made to saddle the re- 
sponsibility on my father. The fact is 
that he has a letter from Admiral Samp- 
eon telling him to do exactly what he 
did, and this letter will be produced at 
the inquiry. At that time be was main- 
taining the blockade of Cienfuegos. 
Secretary Long wired Admiral Sampson 
strongly advising that the blockading* 
fleet go to Santiago, in the hope of find- 
ing the Spanish fleet there. 


'•Admiral Sampson sent the dispatch 


to Admiral Schley with a note in which 
he said: 
'After duly considering this 


telegram, I have decided to make op 
change in the present plans; that is. that 
you should hold your squadron off Cien- 
fuegos.' This letter was st-ppressed." 


EegnrcliDs the maneuvers of the 


Brooklyn at the time of the battle, Cap- 
tain Schley says the facts all go to 
show that this was the best more under 
the circumstances. The cart played by 
the Brooklyn _in the battle certainly 
compares favorably with that of the 
New York, he thinks. 


"If this inquiry is full and fair," de- 


clared Captain Schley, "some facts will 
be disclosed that will startle the publjp. 
My father has several strong cards up 
his sleeve; and I trust be will make use 
of them alL" 


Captain Schley enlisted in the army in 


JSS4, and was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the Twenty-third infantry 
seven years later. He sewed with his 
regiment all through the campaigns in 
the Philippines, where he earned his 
captaincy. 
Since his return from the 


Philippines he has been at Fort Douglas.

For years a lover of the mushroom, In 


5aet ever since I learned to gather them 
•n the hills around my native pJace, 1 
take jrrcat plensuie in answering a re- 
quest for reoipes lor this table delicacy. 
I cannot, however, undertake to tell you 
as_ ^requested how to distinguish the 
edible from the poisonous fungi, as I be- 
lieve the only safe way to learn that is 
by practical experience iii the field with 
one who knows. 


Speaking generally, the mushroom is 


as easy to cook as any kind of meat, as 
it may be broiled, stewed, baked or 
fried. Qroil on a fire of bright coals on 
a broiler with a fiae inesh. 
Stew in 
crtam, I generally put the muslTrooms 
in a stewpan with a small piece cf but- 
ter, cook them until nearly done, then 
turn in the creain, let it come to a boil 
aad pour over slices of toast. 


If you wish td bake them put them in 
• baking pan wjth the gills up. lay on 
each a bit of butjpr and place in a hot 
oven. 
They 6nly need a few minutes 


cooking, the time depending on the size 
of the mnshroora. I seldom fry them 
except by putting them in the juice of 
meat that I am cooking. In this way 
they make a flae addition to the meat 
and sauce. 


^ Mushrooms and Eggs. 


This is a popular dish, since it can be 


cooked in the chafing dish during the 
heated season. Peel and hrpnfr into 
pieces a quarter of a pound of mush- 
rooms. Pat them in tae chafing difch 
with one tablespoonfal of butter, salt 
and pepper to season and a few drops 
of lemon juice, and cover and cook for 
ten minutes. 
Then add one heaping 


teaspoonful of flour, stir until absorbed, 
then a quarter of a. cupful of cream and 
the saia^ amount of chicken or veal 
broth. Stir until the mixture thickens, 
add a little more lemon juice, and cook 
for a couple of minutes. Stir in quickly 
sis eggs, well, beaten and when the mix- 
ture begins t« thicken again, pnt out the 
light and continue stirring until of the 
consistency or scrambled eggs. Serve 
on toast 


Mushr'ooms ia Cases. 
For six persons peel and hreak np a 


quarter of a pound of fresh mush- 
rooms. Place them ia a saucepan with 
a tablospoonful of butter, cover and 
coojc siowlv for ten minutes. In the 
meantime prepare a thick sauee with, a 
tablespoonfnl of butter, a tablespoonful 
of flour, a teaspoonfal of beef extract 
pepper and salt to season, half a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and five drops 
of oaion juice. 
Pour this sauce over 


the mushrooms, mis well together, cover 
and cook for ten minutes longer, then 
take from the fire, add one tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley and divide among 
the six cases in which they are to be 
served. 


Mushrooms a la Eordelaise. 


Pnt into a saucepan one clove of gar- 


lic, one bay leaf, one lemon, peeled and 
sliced, two cloves, one tablespoonful of 
tarragon vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil and simmer slowly until re- 
duced one half.- In a second saucepan 
brown tvro tablespoonfuls of "butter and 
two tablespoonful^ of flour and brown 
aga'n; add one cupful of good beef 
stock, and stir until thick and smooth. 
Then add one tablespoonful of chopped 
lean ham, one tablespoonful of chopped 
carrot, the same amount of chopped 
celery and a pinch of^salt Cover, re- 
move to one side and simmer for fifteen 
minutes. 
If any fat arises carefully 


skim it off. Strain both sauces, mix 
them and retnrn to the fire and simmer 
for fifteen minutes, then add one quarter 
of a pound of fresh mushrooms, peeled, 
and simmer ten minutes longer. When 
taken frpm the fire taste the sanqp and 
in not piquant enough add more lemon 
juice to taste. 


STRAWBERRY JAM, ' 


(By request.) 


Allow three-quarters of a pound of 


granulated sugar for every pound of 
fruit. Put the berries and sugar into a 
porcelain kettle, mash the fruit thor- 
oughly and Jet boil for twenty minutes, 
gently stirring all the time. Pour into 
jelly glasses and seal when cold. Jam 
made from the wild berries has much 
the finer flavor. 


LCTTUCE SALAD. 


With a fish dinner, lettuce is nicest 


with a French dressing which is made 
as follows- Put half a teaspoonful of 
salt and a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
bl.icjz pepper In n botvl or sonp plate. 
Add five tablespoonfuls of oh,-e oil and 
stir until the salt is dissolved. Xow stir 
hi tvro tcaspoonfuls of viaegar. 
Ar- 


range the bright Inside? leaves of the let- 
tuce around a salad bowl. Cut up the 
outer leaves, mix them thoroughly with 
the dressing and heap on the leaves. 
Those who do not liks the oil cftn use 
melted butter.

POTATO SALAD. 


Cut into small cubes three good-sized 


boiled potatoes while hot, and mix with 
an onion which has beea chopped fine. 
Pour the dressing over them and place 
them away to get cold. 
When wanted 


for use, sprinkle over them a table- 
spoonful of parsley chopped very fine, 
and turn the sajsfd carefully into a npst 
of 
lettuce leaves, or garnibh 
with 


pickled beets, carrots and parsley. Cold 
boiled string beans and asparagus tops 
arc nice with this, dressing and may be 
garnished with hard boiled eggs cut ia 
slices and laid overlapping each other 
around the edge of the dish. 


SOFT COOKIES. 


To one coffee cup full of butter allow 


three of sugar, one o* cream and four 
egg1?. Mix the butter and sugar before 
adding the cream and eggs. Mix a tea- 
spoonful of soda in a pint of sifted 
flour, put with the other ingredients and 
form a stiff dough to be rolled out, cut 
into squares and baked in a slow oven. 
Carraway seed may be added if desired.

more between capital and labor at 
odds and brings about a settlement. 
We refer to the steel strike, In pro- 
gress for some weeks, and the con- 
ference bttween Mr. Morgan and Presi 
dent Shaffer held sometime somewhere 
n'obody seems to know Just when and 
.where, between Friday night and Sun 
day morning. The result of this con- 
ference, it is officially stated, will be 
the end of the strike in a day or two, 


* with mutual concessions, and princi- 


ple unattacked on both sSdes. Mr. 
Morgan, the reports go, took the ini- 
tiative in the matter and called 
president Shaffer into conference with 
bim in the interests of peace.

The officers of the American woolen 
company declare that the prices their 
company announces are dictated sim- 
ply by business Judgment, that they 
are living prices, that the concern's 
economy in manufacture together with 


v the lower price of w'ool enable the 


11 -company to make these prices to the 


trade. These officers deny that they 
are making a cut in prices, declaring 
that they are simply announcing1 Ini- 
tial prices for the season based on 
their best estimates on the styles and 
quality of goods that will prevail. As 
we have said, the small manufacturers 
see it differently and believe that if 
they can squeeze down to meet the 
'American company's prices that a 
further reduction will be made, and 
so on until the "trust" has all the 
business and until all the little fel- 
' lows are °ut of the race. The imme- 


diate result of the American com- 
pany's recent announcement was a 
quit* extensive cancelling of orders 
placed with independent mills and 
Ifaeir ^transference to the American 
company.

tion must have been expected by the

THE DOCTOR AN0 THE 


MOUTH A0AHS BOARD OF HEALTH 


"Ton good folk," said the dying 


,*ol«toi to lite doctor, the other day, 
"know all that medical science teaches 
but unfortunately, that science itself 
knows nothing at all." 
The truth 


K Justifies Count ToitU In mak- 


ing a statement •«* sweeping,"never- 
theless the doctors do disagree In a 
manner to lead worse critics than 
Tototl to the game conclusion. 


At the present time North Adams 


should be interested In what happened 
at the British congress of tuberculosis 
held last week, for the North Adams 
board of health la about to issue Or- 
ders touching consumptives and the 
public health which will prove the 
board to be as advanced In its think- 
ing as the most advanced of the dele- 
gates to the British congress. The 
•sensation Mt the congress, and which 
the North Adams board of health un- 
fortunately did not anticipate, was the 
announcement 
by the famous Dr. 


Robert Koch of Berlin, that the germ 
or bacillus of human consumption or 
cuberculosis would not cause consump 
tion or tuberculosis in cattle and, 
hence, bovine and human consumption 
were absolutely different and non- 
transferable, aa the railroads print on 
their tickets. According to Koch we 
may eat the flesh of consumptive cat- 
tle and drink the milk of consumptive 
cows without «.ry danger of contract- 
ing consumption ourselves. This al- 
leged new discovery, announced at the 
London congress aa Dr. Koch only can 
make an announcement, has attracted 
widespread attention and has brought 
the medical profession, from the great 
authorities to the common practition- 
ers, to its feet to discuss the question. 
Koch's statement is by no means con- 
vincing for, aa the Medical Record 
says, "it is a pity that Koch's true 
standing as a scientist Is not so well 
appreciated by the public as it is by 
the 
medical world." 
The Record 


thinks he has "lost the caution of the 
real scientist" 
and 
assumed 
the 


cocksuredness of the poseur." Anyman 
with the scientific spirit in him, who 
has paid any attention to Koch, 
knows this to be true without reading 
it in the Medical Record. Of course 
this alleged new discovery by Koch 
was known as far back as 1898. In 
that year, on the authority of the 
Record, Dr. Theobald Smith presented 
it to tha association of American 
physicians, but not with the "Bfcch 
derkaiser' or "cocksuredness" of Koch. 
This, however, is of little conse- 
quence, and withall a brillian page 
in bacteriology and medical science 
must be reserved for Koch. But re- 
garding Koch's recent announcement 
such men as Lord Lister eays all the 
evidence is against the conclusion of 
the Berlin scientist that bovine tuber- 
culosis cannot ba communicated to 
man. Dr. Virchow, an eminen tau- 
thority says the same thing and de- 
clares, "you cannot say 'Rome has 
spoken' because Dr. Koch is not Rome 
and the matter is far from being set- 
tled." Dr. Smith of the Harvard med: 
cal school, the original discoverer, is 
even riot yet prepared to be positive 
on the matter for Dr. Vagedes, one of 
Koch's assistants, found a bovine 
germ in germs taken from a human 
patient. German and English scien- 
tists are almost solid against Koch 
and, so far as beard from, the Ameri- 
can authorities are not with him, 


The national live stock association, 


to which Koch's announcement should 
be welcome news, has already issued a 
circular against accepting the theory 
as a fact and urging that cattle In- 
spection be not relaxed because of it. 


The circular says: 
""Without being an 
alarmist, we 


think it is necessary to sound a note 
of warning that conclusions so much 
hoped for should not too readily be ac 
cepted, and that, as cattlemen br 
dairymen, we certainly must not yet 
congratulate ourselves that the neces- 
sity of restrictions 
and 
repressive 


measures against bovine tuberculosis 
is over, nor has this disease in cattle 
has riowno terrors for human beings." 


But the opinion of the London, con- 


gress and the opinions of the North 
Adams board of health as borrowed 
from the state board of health are not 
at variance. In the words of Dr. Al- 
len T. Haight, official representative 
at the congress from the American 
medical association, "the congress has 
produced the roost scientific and ex- 
haustive discussion of 
consumption 


ever undertaken. Itg imperative cry 
is. "The world is to be clean.' It de- 
clares consumption a child of filth, 
and appeals to science and philan- 
thropy to abolish overcrowding to 
guard againgt impure water, air and 
food, and to build commodious sani- 
taria, where victims of the 
white 


plague may combat it under the most 
favorable conditions. 
»

The 


most vigorous precautions should be 
exercised everywhere to prevent spit- 
ting on the sidewalks of the streets of 
cities or towns. The people at large 
should take the admonition to heart 
and say to themselves that they &,re 
children of the common race of man.

The health authorities 


should be advised of every case of 
tuberculosis and vigorously disinfect 
all tainted places." But we have the 
authority of Dr. Kopf, American dele- 
gate to the congress, against the pub- 
lic spitting restriction. Dr. Kopf says; 


"We do not want to become phthlsi- 


fc -hobgs or phtliisisomajiiiacsi, 
I do 


not believe the man who expectorates 
in the streets, where there is plenty of 
fresh air and sunshine, injures any 
one, 
and I do believe'he does himself 


much good. It is the distribution of the 
sputum of consumptives in bedrooms 
and apartments where the sun and air 
do not penetrate which cauces alt the 
trouble. The health of the street 
scavengers of Berlin is the best of any 
of the manual laborers of the capital."

ways. And it is safer, in this matter, 
to have nothing to do with the pro- 
duct* of diwa«ed caUle and K Is safo 


to do away with promUcuous spitting, 
if possible, In spite of the disagree- 
ment of doctors and whatever truth 
may be in Count Tolstoi's word*.

Monkeys, their characteristics and 


tnel* impulses were told of by tro- 
fessor Edward Le-J Thorndlko ot the. 
Teachers' college, Columbia university, 
in bis lecture on "The Mental Life of 
Monkeys," fccfc— tha Columbia emn- 
mer session in BcheriQerhorn hail the. 
other afternoon, says the New ?or^ 
Herald. 
v. 


Professor TBorndlfce Bale! {hat, he 


kept one monkey In bis home In Now 
York city for more than a year and two 
other monkeys for about four months. 
He studied them thoroughly and as- 
serted that in a way the mind of a 
monkey resembles the mind of a man 
In that monkeys, like men, pursue the 
method of learning by selecting'im- 
pulses and associating them with im- 
pressions. 


Though there Is a wide practical dif- 


ference between the minds of monkeys 
and those of men, the professor said, 
he expressed a belief that if monkeys 
bad the same chance for advancement 
as men some of them might have as 
good minds, and be added that mon- 
keys have earned the right to be placed 
in the some mental class with men. 


"The monkeys that I studied were 


South American monkeys of the genus 
Cebus," continued Professor Thorn- 
dike. "I used all sorts of contrivances 
to test their Intelligence. One of my 
tests was to place a looped string on a 
wire nail and have monkey No. 1 pull 
It off. Although this monkey succeed- 
ed very well and was watched by mon- 
key No. 2 for many months, the latter 
was never able to pull the string off 
the nail. This shows that the sense of 
observation la monkeys la very weak. \ 


"While A monkey cannot be com- 


pared to an adult person In intelligence. 
It can be compared to an infant I 
taught the three monkeys that I bad 
to unwind wires, to operate levers and 
to do other things of a similar nature. 
&fter many experlmentg I came to the 
conclusion that monkeys bave very lit- 
tle ability to learn from human beings. 
They are taught mainly by means of 
the power of sense." 


Professor Thorndike said that bu- 


tton beings are governed by much the 
same impulses that govern cats and 
dogs—there is a general tendency in all 
to select the situations which ore the 
most comfortable. 
According to the 


professor, monkeys rely more upon the 
power of vision than they do upon the 
power of smell. 


"Like man, tfsey bave tie power of 


clear vision," he said. "A monkey will 
notice a hair on your band six feet 
away. In this way he resembles man."

The government haa 
been criticized for its way of dealing 
with one of the new dependencies In 
which polygamy is practiced Ibut It Is 
now seen that the best possible thing 
waa done under the 
circumstances 


with the understanding that every evil 
should be put away and the right 
p.ut in its place. 


It has been thought that the govern 


ment should exercise its powers ia the 
south to provide the franchise to the 
negroes but it is best for the present 
to leave things to the progress of 
freedom and the prevalence of right 
to sweep away the inequality. Mr. 
Spencer told of the Missouri compro- 
mise and other historical incidents as 
evidences of necessary compromises, 
but on the other hand showed that in 
cases of individuals or nations, com- 
promise is n'ot right.

Pleads Not Guilty to the

DATE FOR HEARING SET 


Leary Will bt Held for Grand Jury, ol 


Which No Special Session Will 


be Called. Leary Steadily

Daniel Leary, alias Michael Welch 


who assaulted James W. Fuller in the 
count/ jail July 17. from the effects 
of whi'.h Mr. Fuller died July 24, was 
arraigned in the district court at Pitts 
field this morning shortly after 11 
o'clock, charged with murder 
He 


pleaded not guilty and the case was 
continued for hearing till next week 
"Wednesday^ 


Leary was brought to the district 


court house from the jail in a closed 
carriage, 
between two officers. He 


was taken into an office there, and the 
charge \ read to him. He made no 
comment. Then he was taken into the 
district court room, where he was 
formally arraigned. 


"What 
say you, guilty or not 


guilty?" asked the clerk. 


"Not guilty," said Leary, which were 


the only words he had spoken to that 
time, 


A discussion followed as to the date 


for the hearing, and the judge- asked 
Leary if he had any preference. 


"Any time at all suits me," was the 


prisoner's answer. 


The hearing was then set for next 


wejk Wednesday at 11 o'clock. 


Leary was returned to jail, and 


later the judge sent to the jail to 
know if he had any preference as to 
who was assigned to defend him. 


Leary sent back word that he had 


no preference. 
Judge Tucker 
will 


therefore assign counsel to Leary. 


Before the ume for the hearing the 


inquest will be held by Judge Tucker. 


The prisoner will be held for the 


grand jury, and there is no likelihood 
of reconvening the grand Inquest for 
the case, as Leary is secure, and the 
trial will be In due time, if held later, 
after the January sitting bf that body. 
So far as can be learned none of 
Leary's relatives have written him, 
though it is said they have been ap- 
prised of his situation and the grave 
charge against him. Sheriff 
Fuller 


has not yet seen Leary, and says he 
does not care to at least for Some time 
to come. 


The prisoner Is weakening, and said 


in an interview yesterday that if he 
received over 10-years' sentence he 
would prefer to be executed.

I The .members of the Schlcy-Sampson 
ieourt are distinctively fighting men. 
•Each has been connected with a cele- 
brated event in naval annals. Of Ad- 
miral Dewey, the hero of the battle of 
jManila Bay, It is unnecessary to speak. 
His record is familiar to all. His as- 
JBocIates, Rear.Adintral Klmberly and 
(Bear Admiral Bennam, are both re- 
jtlred officers. The former was retired 
Jn 1802 and the latter in 1894. Admiral 
fKlmtmrly is 71 years of age aii(J Ad- 
miral Benham 69 years. Each saw 
over 45 years of active service. Both 
toad fine records during the civil war. 
£Tha great event with which Admiral 
•XQmberly's name is associated is the 
destructioa of the American fleet in the 
•harbor of Apia, Samoa, during the ter- 
rific hnrricane which occurred there in 
1889. The story of that great disaster 
end the heroism displayed by the Amer- 
ican officers and men, under the dlrec- 
jtion of Admiral Klmberly,. thrilled the 
(whole world add made an impression 
never to be forgotten.

Soring the storm called forth much 
praise from the eeamen who were 
(where they could see Ms action.

unprotected.

; A notable'Incident of this catastro- 
phe was Admiral Kimberly's action hi 
assembling tbe-Trenton's band-on deck

jThe admiral, while in imminent peril 
cf his life, with his ship grinding to 
pieces on the reef, recognized the sea- 
jmanship and skill of the British ex- 
ploit and lined up his crew and band 
on deck to cheer.

jthe man who - broke the0 blockade at 
(Rio de Janeiro in the Brazilian rebel- 
lion of 1895 and not only enabled Amer- 
ican merchantmen to discharge their 
cargoes, but gave the deathblow to tbe 
attempt to re-establish the Portuguese 
.•monarchy In Brazil. He made fruit- 
less efforts through diplomatic means 
,to secure permission from the rebels 
iWho controlled the navy of the repub- 
lic for some American vessels laden 
.with flour to discharge their cargoes at 
the Rio wharfs. Finally he served no- 
tice on the rebel Admiral de Gama that 
be intended to convoy the Hour vessels 
to the city. The little second class 
cruiser Detroit, 
under Commander 


(Willard H. Brownson, now of the bat- 
tleship Alabama, started by Benham's 
orders to escort .two American mer- 
chantmen through the blockade line. 
ITwo rebel battleships, with shotted 
guns and their crews at quarters, bar- 
red the way.

'Admirals Sampson and Schley as well 
as Edgar S- Maclay, the naval histo- 
rian, says the New York World: 


The reason that Schley Is criticised Is 


.herewith stated: 


1 First — Because of his temporary 
withdrawal from before Santiago on 
account of hick of coal. 
1 Second.—Because of his reconnols- 
•ance of the defenses and Spanish ships 
in Santiafo harbor. 
I. Third.—Because of the Brooklyn's fa- 
mous "loop" movement in the battle of 
Santiago. 


f This is •vv.hat Maclay says in his "His- 
tory of the United States Navy:" 
i First. — About the temporary with- 
drawal from'Santiago: "In his report 
ubout the coal supply of the vessels 
under his command Schley exhibited 
either a timidity amounting to abso- 
lute cowardice or a prevarication of 
facts that were intrinsically falsehoods. 
Schley on May 28, 1898, sullied the 
brightest of American mottoes by pen- 
ning, 'Much to be regretted, cannot 
obey orders," and turned in caitiff flight? 
from the danger spot toward which 
duty, honor and the whole American 
people were most earnestly urging him. 
.Viewed in whatever light It may be, 
the foregoing dispatch cannot be char- 
acterized otherwise than as being with- 
out exception the most humiliating, 
cowardly and lamentable report ever 
penned by an American naval officer." 


Second.—As to the reconnoissance at 


Santiago: "This timid and nerveless at- 
tack on Cervera's ships is the more dis- 
appointing when we remember the elab- 
orate and brave preparations Schley 
had made to 'get at the enemy* in ear- 
nest. * * * Schley's farcical blockade 
cannot be described otherwise than as 
willful disobedience of orders." 


Third.—As to the "loop" of the Brook- 


lyn: "Schley hastily ordered the helm 
apcrt. * * * 'But that will carry us 
Into the Texas,' said the officer. 'Let 
tho Tesaa take care of herself,' was 
tbe heartless reply, and the shameful 
epectacle of an American warship, sup- 
ported by a force superior to the ene- 
my's—a warship whose commander 
bad expended such vast quantities of 
ammunition on target practice in the 
presence of a fashionable hotel at 
Hampton Roads in order to meet a 
worthy foe—deliberately turning tail 
and running away was presented. * * * 
Cervera nobly threw down the gaunt- 
let. Schley cravenly declined to pick 
It up." 


Sehley explains the charges made 


against him as follows: 


First—His temporary withdrawal 


from Santiago was because of a letter 
from Admiral Sampson dated May 20, 
189S, in which he said: "If the Spanish 
ships have put Into Santiago, they 
must come to either Havana or Cien- 
fuegos. * * * Our best chance of suc- 
cess is to hold these two points—Cien- 
fuegos and Havana. Until we receive 
more definite information we shall con- 
tinue to hold Cienfuegos and Havana. 
Hold your squadron o£f Cienfuegos." 


Second.—Having made a reconnois- 


saBce to develop the enemy's position 
and incidentally to injure or destroy 
the Colon, moored well up to the har- 
bor, the presence of the enemy was de- 
termined, and it was decided not to 
risk serious disablement until re-en- 
forcements arrived. 


Third.—The "loop" of the Brooklyn 


was the crucial and deciding feature 
of the combat and of decided advan- 
tage. 
Because of the course of the 


Spanish fleet and the Brooklyn head- 
ing eastward to meet it she would have 
blanketed the fire of the eastern ves- 
eels of the fleet on changing their 
courses to the westward and between 
them and the Spanish fleet. 


Admiral Cervera on the "loop" said: 
"The Maria Teresa attacked and open- 


ed fire upon the enemy's battleship 
of tbe type of the Indiana and Iowa, 
launcbirg herself particularly against 
the Brooklyn, which was the most dan- 
gerous obstacle in our path." 


Here is the explanation of Captain 


Conca, commander of the Infanta Ma- 
ria Teresa: 


"In accordance with previous instruc- 


tions the Teresa was headed toward 
tbe Brooklyn, hoping to ram her. This 
was frustrated by the Brooklyn's fre- 
quently discussed loop, which brought 
the Texas and the Iowa between her 
and tbe Teresa." 


As to the responsibility Ma clay says- 


• "The narrative is based solidly on of- 
ficial reports. Nearly every command- 
ing officer concerned lias read and cor- 
rected proof sheets dealing with ac- 
tions In which each figured." 
, Sampson snys: 
1 "In one way possibly I was responsi- 
ble for the statements made in the his 
tory. 
I was commander In chief ol 


the squadron and was responsible so 
far as reading the proofs goes."

BEAD CHAINS. 


|fc FMUom Ia Vogue IB Loado* How 


Expected to Attack New York. 


The bead chain has not yet readied 


In New York the same vogue that it 
has enjoyed for the past six months in 
{London, bat the craze seems likely to 
Jje seen there before next winter. Al- 
ready there are few girls, according to 
the New York Sun, who have not 
chains to match particular costumes, 
and the summer piazza leisure has giv- 
ten a decided impetus to the fad. 


• • As It is, the beads have been import- 
ted by the dealers in nearly every con- 
jceivabte shade. They come In warm 
tints of terra cotta, and there are 
Ibright yellows as well as the more usu- 
al tints. It must be a strange shade 
'that cannot be found in these beads. 
i The chain should usually fall in front 
[nearly to the knee, and the ends are 
^finished always with some elaborate 
jtassel or other ornamentation. The 
Japanese and other oriental stores 
'have imported painted and fancy beads 
in varied colors and designs, and the 
•trand is punctuated with these at dif- 
ferent points. They come now in solid 
colors and also in dull colored carved 
Woods that alternate effectively with 
the colors of the beads that make up 
toost of the chain. The chains are used 
rarely to support a lorgnon or locket 
end are generally intended only for or- 
nament 
x 


They are .not likely to remain a fash- 


Ion permanently, as they are simple 
enough to be made without difficulty 
and the materials are cheap. The only 
thing needed to make them well is a 
certain neatness in stringing the beads. 
A pretty combination seen the other 
day was of rather vivid blue beads or- 
namented at five points in the string 
by bright yellow beads a little larger 
than the others. These yellow beads 
.were strung on each side of a long oval 
black bead on which were painted 
flowers In a Dresden pattern. 
Dark 


brown beads made up with a bright 
carmine are very ornamental to a dark 
brown dress. 


The1 chains are always to be limited 


to house wear, and only the informality 
of country life excuses them in the 
open air. , 


DENTAL SURGEONS IN ARMY. 


Uncle Sam !• Interested In Soldier* 


Having Good Teeth. 


The medical department of tho army 


Is rapidly completing the work of equip' 
ping the service with a competent force 
of dental surgeons, and It is expected 
that by fall tbe tooth doctors will all 
be Ia readings to repair tbe molars of 
Uncle Satn'r soldiery, says a special 
from Washington to the Kansas City 
Time*. Some ef them have already 
been appolatad and aetfgned to differ- 
ent post* In tne service, and the mate- 
rials and imploaients of their craft, are 
being Mat to them as rapidly as it Is 
possible to'do so. The appointment of 
a staff 6t dentist* ia a new departure 
In the United States army and one 
which will be htartlly welcomed by all 
•f the men who wear the blue uniform. 


Army oflJeers have for a number of 


yean wen the necessity of having den- 
tal surgeons in tiw service and have 
repeatedly advocated the employment 
of men ot this profession. They have 
bad good object lessons which have 
•bowo them the need of dentists, espe- 
cially la remote posts far from any 
city or town, where the services of a 
dental surgeon could not be readily se- 
cured when desired. In such cases it 
bas been necessary to employ the regu- 
lar physicians and the hospital stew- 
ards, who have had some training in 
dental surgery a» an adjunct to the 
study af medicine. 
Mot infrequently 


tbe men have been forced to call upon 
tbe itinerant dentists who make a good 
business traveling from one small town 
to another in tbe wwt and occasionally 
locate for a time la *e neighborhood 


Under the recent army reorganization 


bill provision was made for the employ- 
ment of 30 dental surgeons In the serv- 
ice. This was done in keeping with the 
general policy of the government for 
the improvement of the army and to 
Insure every possible advantage for 
the health and comfort of the fighting 
men of the nation. 


THE NEW THEOLOGY. 


Boob of Genesl. Compared to Ten- 


BTBon'a "Idyll, of the Kinsr." 


In our judgment the book of Genesis 


Is a collection of ancient traditions, 
some of them certainly not of Hebraic 
origlD; which wer«» rewritten by an un- 
known prophet for the purpose of im- 
parting to them a spiritual significance 
and making them the vehicle of a spir- 
itual lesson, says The Outlook. The 
relation of Genesis to these ancient his- 
toric traditions is somewhat analogous 
to the relation of Tennyson's "Idylls of 
the King" to tbe ancient Arthurian leg- 
ends of English history. 


If a professor of English literature 


were teaching Tennyson's "Idylls of the 
King" to a class of young pupils, he 
would spend very little time, probably 
none* at all, in considering their rela- 
tion to the ancient legendary material 
of which the poet made use. If a pupil 
asked him, "'Are these idyls founded on 
fact?" he would reply, "They are found- 
ed on legend, and how much of fact 
there Is in the legend we cannot now 
telL" He would then return to the 
poems themselves to point out their 
beauty of diction and their ethical and 
spiritual significance. This Is the course 
which we should advise any teacher of 
Genesis to pursue.

RAGS AND THE RAGMAN. 


Clbonged Modern Condition!— Decline 


of tie Family Hag Ba«r. 


"The ragman goes about ia the city's 


streets just the same as ever," said a man 
who has given some attention to the sub- 
ject, "but he doesn't do the business that 
he once did. Things have changed. 


"There are in these days not so many 


clippings and odds and ends of new cloth 
of one sort and another to go into the 
family rag bag as there once were to 
begin with, because of the new well nigh 
common custom in cities anyway of buy- 
ing already made up many things that 
formerly were made in the house. Thou- 
sands of tons of clippings that formerly 
were gathered up in small lots by many 
ragmea are now baled in factories and 
sold to mills or to dealers in paper stock 
without any intermediate handling at all. 


"Then, what with the lower price of 


rags nowadays, due to the substitution of 
other materials in paper making, it 
scarcely pays the householder to bother 
with the smaller quantity that now ac- 
cumulates, with the result that rags are 
now often thrown away with other rub- 
bish to be gathered by city collectors of 
refuse. 


"Still not everybody by any laeans 


throws away or gives away his rags. 
There are still many people who continue 
to sell their rags for what they can get 
to the ragman, and it would not surprise 
me to learn that there are more ragmen 
now than ever, but the fact remains that 
under the new modern conditions the 
business of the man with the jingling 
bells is not what it once was. 


"In old times in snialler cities and 


towns the- householder, or, more strictly 
speaking, the housewife, sold her rags to 
the tin peddler. The tin peddler was an 
institution. He had a route which he 
traveled year in and year out. Many a 
tin peddler came to be personally known 
and respected by the people with whom 
he traded, to whom he was not the ped- 
dler or the tin peddler, but Mr. So-and- 
so, and they use to wait for Mr. So-and- 
so to come around and dispose of their 
rags to him. 


"These rags were carefully sorted out 


There were the rather small but valuable 
lot of white rags tied up in a white cloth 
and the bigger bundle of colored rags and 
one perhaps of woolen rags which the 
peddler weighed severally on the steel- 
yards that he brought in for that pur- 
pose. How many times have I seen him, 
stnid roan of family, as I now realize him, 
and perhaps in spectacles, shifting the 
weight- along on the beam until rags and 
weight balanced, and be made the an- 
nouncement of the weight, which was 
almost invariably disappointingly small. 


"He would pay cash, but he preferred 


that you should take it out in trade, and 
commonly the bouscwifa did go. Many 
a disbpan and many a dipper and skim- 
mer and I don't know how many hand- 
some Britannia teapots and what else 
have come through the tin peddler out of 
the rag bag. 


"But now the tia peddler— that Is, the 


peddler who drove a horse to a typical 
peddler's wagon— has receded from these 
smaller cities aa previously he had reced- 
ed from the larger ones. He has moved 
on out into the country, over whose hilly, 
dusty roads he still pursues bis way to 
the farmhouse door, where he dickers as 
before. But even there made up gar- 
ments go now to greater or less extent, 
and for the rags that do accumulate the 
modern low prices govern. And to, here 
as everywhere, the family ng big, one* 
everywhere looked upon aa * little mine 
of wealth, baa fallen from it* high es- 
Ute."-New York gun.
